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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Applicant has canceled claims 45-46. 

1 . Claims 47-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over McShane et a! (6,398,986). 

McShane et al disclose a dielectric fluid composition and a method of retro-filling, 
comprising a vegetable oil based fluid that maybe admixed with an additional oil blend 
such as mineral oil wherein said blend of mineral oil comprises less than 50% by weight 
and other additives such as antioxidants and pour point depressants (col. 4, lines 53- 
67). McShane et al further teach that said fluid is used in electrical transformers that 
frequently wrapped with cellulose material or paper (col. 9, lines 43-62). 

As this reference teaches all of the instantly required it is considered anticipatory. 

In the alternative, McShane is silent with respect to inhibiting breakdown of said 
paper material in dielectric fluids. However, this limitation would have been inherent to 
the compositions of McShane et al because McShane et al teach the preferred 
components in their requisite proportions for the purpose of immersing dielectric fluid in 
paper insulated equipment. 

2. Claims 47-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over McShane et al (6,613,250). 

McShane et al disclose a dielectric fluid composition and a method of retro-filling 
comprising a vegetable oil based fluid that maybe admixed with an additional oil blend 
such as mineral oil wherein said blend of mineral oil comprises less than 50% by weight 
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and other additives such as pour point depressants and antioxidant materials (col. 4, 
lines 53-67). McShane et al further teach that said fluid is used in electrical 
transformers that frequently wrapped with cellulose material or paper (col. 9, lines 44- 
65). 

As this reference teaches all of the instantly required it Is considered anticipatory. 
In the alternative, McShane et al is silent with respect to inhibiting breakdown of said 
paper material in dielectric fluids. However, this limitation would have been inherent to 
the compositions of McShane et al because McShane et al teach the preferred 
components in their requisite proportions for the purpose of immersing dielectric fluid in 
paper insulated equipment. 

3. Claims 45-46 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Goedde et al (6,726,857) are 
withdrawn in view of applicants amendment. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 1-17-2008 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

5. Applicant argues that McShane et al do not teach each and every element of the 
claimed invention, because he alleges that McShane does not suggests a dielectric 
fluid having mineral oil in a major amount and vegetable oil in an amount from 5-25%. 

6. The examiner contends and respectfully disagrees because applicant's claims do 
not call out that the mineral oil must be in a major amount as argued and further 
applicant's claims have a transitional phrase that is open to include additional 
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ingredients that are not specified in the claimed invention. Moreover, McShane teaches 
that mineral oil is present in less than 50%, which when combined with other ingredients 
such vegetable oil, antioxidants and adjuncts could present mineral oil in a major 
amount of his composition and therefore anticipate the claimed invention. 

7. Applicant argues that McShane fails to teach or suggest extending the service 
life of the paper as claimed. 

8. The examiner contends and respectfully disagrees since McShane teaches 
cellulose paper as a material in the electrical device that comprises his dielectric fluid 
and the dielectric fluid is anticipated, then the functional language of extending the 
service life of the paper would be an inherent function since the composition which is 
used to insulate said paper and allegedly extends the service life of said paper is 
anticipated by McShane. 

9. Applicant argues that McShane et al has not reasonable chance of success. 

1 0. The examiner contends that this statement is considered nothing more than an 
attorney's argument that is not founded by factual evidence and therefore is considered 
a conclusory statement and given little patentable weight.
